Nothing ooillil bave beon more unexpect- 
ed than the dissolutiou of tho Outurio legia- 
laiure. While a diasolutiou either of the 
oommons or of the Qaebeo legislature was 
not improbable, the idea that the "little 
tyrRnt" would' spring a surprise u^on the 
I'ouutry iu tho sbapff of a dissolution did 
LKjt outer ill the slightest degree into thu 
j^cnoral oalcttliUiouR. Tho life of tho pres- 
uiit iiHrliuiuuiit would uot, iu tho imturul 
cour.sd of cvt:uts, expire uutil Septembor, 
one aoSHiou reiuiiiuing to the prest^iit house. 
One Ciui haiilly conceive.' .Mr. ilownt's 
object in ruHhini; ou lbn oleotious ni ;.; . 
time. It is truo tliut tho liuauco.i of the 
provinOe are uot iu tho most satisfactory 
coiidltion, and it is well kuowu that tho 
breabli is daily growing wider between the 
premier and his Presbyterian frieudB. A 
i9troii({ faction iu his o^n ranks is growing 
up agniuBt him, and be. probably 
feitrs that if the discontent had 
tiiuo to develop itself it would 
Hbauinu such tjiyiiutic proportions as to 
BOMoualy monaco liis position. Then 
again it may bo an altampt to forestall Sir 
John, and prevent hi* bringing on the 
fuderal elections this year. It would 
ni;iko a short, sharp and most exciting 
etrugglo if ' tho chieftain made tho federal 
elections ainiullniKuus with thoao of Ou- 
* tario. Mr. Mowiit had a luajonty of 18 
in the last house, and may be considered 
to bavea fair fighting chance in the ensuing 
contest. If, however, he should be de 
fuated the result would be the complete 
auiiihiliaiiou of the liberal party. It is 
not at all improbable that Mr. Mowathaa 
boeu (guilty of a political miatake which 
may irretrievably wreck tho fortunes of 
the parly with which he is allied. 



NEW BRUNSWICK. 

One of the moat significant signs of the 
times is the collapse of gcitiam in the pro- 
vince of New Brunswick. Id 1878 New 
Brunswick returned 11 grits and only 6 
liberal-couaorviitivca. la 1831 one of tho 
6 lib.-oiui seats (Carletou) waa captured 
by tho grits, bo ihat in 1882, when the 
general olootiou of that year took place, 
the position of paities was 12 grits te 4 
lib. cofis. In the general election of 1882 
this state of affairs was aomowhat improv- 
ed, tho rerttilt uf that oonte.-.t being the 
return of 8 lib. cons, 7 grits and Peter 
Mitchell. Since then i ^ of tho grit seats 
(St. John county, and York) have been 
oapiured by oupportora of the government, 
leaving the gr.ts at the DJSg8nrj5tjr"fl.'""ni6 
province -'^ »h.jw that they are much 
uioru likely to luae thuae 5 i.eats than to 
secure any no>v hold by t icir opponents. 
Of the 6 seatj hold by them it is regarded 
as certain that they will lose 4 at least, 
while as yet they have wholly failed to get 
' candidates to oppose aof. of the. govern- 
'inoiit supu iriera. In York, after msking 
a tfesptrato attempt to get out a candidate, 
they h>tvo virtually thrown up tho sponge 
aud Mr. Temple, it is said, will bo allowed a 
walk over. So fur there in no talk of oppo- 
nition to Costigau, Burns or Foster; and it 
is coui.'oded that if any opposition is oflfered 
lo thu.so gentieiueu it will be purely fac- 
liou.i. The Hiimu thiug may al.so bo said of 
UMcIneruey'H proposal to oppose Mr. Lan- 
dry in Kent, and of ^Ir. Eaddow's reported 
intontiou to try oonplusions with Mr. Mof- 
fat iu Bestigonche. ' Andes for Westmore- 
land, while the griti there are very bitter 
and will no doubt run somebody against 
Mr. ^Vo!Kl, they frankly confess that their 
ubject in to put hiiu to trouble aud expense. 
Altogether thu oat'ook iu New ]3ruuHwick 
ia that the guvoruuieut irt Balo to carry two- 
thirds of llie coiiHlitueucio!), with good 
prospects of carrying three-fourths of them. 
In this connection the St. John Sun 
points out tho utter absurdity of th* grit 
claim that the late local elections in New 
Brunswick were indioatiye of any popular 
/^dmirati'oa for Blake or his party . It says :

In plain 
terms, it is a lack of enterprise on the part 
of the province itself that is the great hin- 
drance iu tho way of progress. "Ask an 
Englishman," says Mr. Kooh, "which he 
would prefer, Canada or tho United States, 
and he will answer, 'The United States, 
because there is moro dash, enterprise aud 
go -ahead among-^ tho poople.' Including 
Alaska, Oregon, California, Idaho, and 
Montana, mining indaRtries have almost 
surrounded you, and the outside world 
scarcely knows that you are the poHsessoru 
of suoh promising and well-defined gold 
and silver-bearing veins." Mr. Kooh in 
not the first to charge Canadians with thm 
lack of commercial push, aud while it is 
doubtless overstepping the mark to attach 
such a description to the whole of the peo- 
ple among whom, and by whom, so vast au 
enterprise as tho Cauadian Puoilio railway 
has been carried to completion, yet it 
must be ooutoased that some jirovincos 
of Canada, British Columbia among 
the . number, have yet to learn that 
oonfideuo abroad can only be inspired by 
an evidence of aotive conBdeuce at home. 
British Columbia's resources are of the 
highest order. Tho province is now ren- 
dered easily accessible from all parts of 
Eastern Canada and Europe; and tho 
time ia not far distant when it will also 
become the highway of coinmorce and tra- 
vel to the Eastern world, too. Suroly 
those signs of activity witho"t should 
stimulate aoti/ity within. If it ia asked 
in what direction this activity should bo 
shown, a careful perusal may bo urged in 
tho lirst place of Mr. Koch's report. 
Somo of tho suggestions ho makes would, 
doubtless, if carried out, tend to a great- 
er development of the mining industry. 
Wb recently urged the more enotgetio 
prosecution of tho fruit-growing industry 
in the province, and much the same may 
bo said as to tthor loading resources. 
Never had a people bettor material to 
work upon, and wa hope tho many oppor- 
tunities of development will nut be much 
longer unavailed of.

The Indians' Grievances. 

Tbelf^il^v^tig petition from the uoople 
of Metiakahtia and Fort Simpson, wua 
presented to the captain of H. M. S. Oer- 
raorant on her arrival ut Mutlakahtla; — 

Sill, — An attempt has boon mado on 
behalf of the Dominion and pro-<incial 
govoriimentB to tale troni ua by foroo 
part of our patrimony and the inheritance 
which wa received from our fathers. We 
hare reaaon to believe that ihii attempt 
will be renewed and therefore we ask 
your iiaaist mce. Wo firmly believe that 
that thoae lands uro ours and that tlioao 
who would take them are actinia illegally. 
The reaaona wliy we believe this are: 
That wo inheritsd them ; that no surrer- 
der of these laiida baa bean;iliiads by us 
to either government, noi:''liEia either gov- 
ernniont made any t ro.ity with cs about 
those lands. Lord Dud'eiin, when gov- 
ernor fjeneral cf Canada, tuld ua that in 
every other proviuoe of Canada tlia In- 
dian title had alwiiya been acknowledged 
and that no goveramont, either provin- 
cial OF oentreili had ever olaimed a right 
to deal with an acre until a treaty had 
been made. Wo sought for let»iil advice 
in the matter from an emiiiont lawyer in 
the province. Ilia wriuen opinion, back 
ed by a further legal opinion previously 
obtained in Canada, bears us out in our 
claims. We have asked both governmonte 
to have the matter settled in the law 
coiirla and that we are wdling to abide by 
that decision. Instead of doing this they 
try to frighten ua and to force ua tn give 
up our rights. Under these cireuiu- 
stancea we appeal to you as captain of 
one of H. M. ships of war to protect ua 
and our property. Though Indians we 
are and have been for yeara loyal subjects 
of Hor Majesty. We have no wish to 
oppose tho law or the authorities. We 
are only anxious to prevent our posaossioiia 
from benio taken frmn ua, and we know 
that it ia tn uruti'et tho interests of all, 
even the pLioreat ot llor Alijoaty'a sub 
jects, that ships of war and aoLliers ate 
maiotaiued.

A PROJECTED ROUTE. 

Some three niontfaa ago a surveying 
party took tho Bold in Idaho, looking 
for a practicable route from Lewislou 
to Anaconda, Montana.

From tliii 
pass the road will run to Anaconda, 
JVAonlana. In case the line is found to 
. be practicable, another line will be sur- 
veyed from XiewiatOD. to some point on 
the coast and the Une constiruoted at as 
early ^ day ad^^wihio.'-'iSpokane Falls 
Ohronide. 

BLUE MOUNTAIN* EXTENSION.
